How is this expenditure covered? The 
chief receipts are from the tithe on 
agricultural produce, recently substi- 
tuted for the requisition of the peas- 
ants’ surplus crops, the failure where- 
of was so largely responsible for the 
collapse of the first phase of economic 
bolshevism. 

I am not clear as to exactly how the 
tithe ‘is assessed, but I understand 
there is some elasticity in the tenth 
nominally taken, allowance being 
made for the size of the peasant’s 
family, the extent of his surplus pro- 
duction and other factors affecting his 
capacity to pay. But it is interesting 
that the revolutionaries should have 
returned to the most primitive and old 
established forms of all taxes, once 
general throughout Europe and levied 
in Turkey down to the present time. 


Receipts from the tithe cover 40 per 
cent of the expenditures, which indi- 
cate that even today the annual agri- 
cultural production of Russia is worth 
more than $3,000,000,000. 


A further 15 per cent is covered by 
various indirect taxes, very similar to 
those which existed under the old ré- 
gime, on such articles as kerosene, 
matches, tobacco, salt, sugar, and tea. 

Another 15 per cent of the expendi- 
ture is covered by receipts from trusts 
which under the new economic policy 
are taking the place of nationalized

state industries. These trusts have 
been organized for thirty or more in- 
dustries. They are autonomous bodies 
managed by boards of directors con- 
sisting of workmen, technicians, and 
ex-capitalists who are appointed, how- 
ever, by the supreme council of na- 
tional economy. 

Taxation thus covers 70 per cent of 
the expenditure. The balance will be 
paid for as to 10 per cent by drawing 
on the gold fund and as to 20 per cent 
by printing paper money. 


Determined to Balance Budget. 


Financial authorities express the ut- 
most determination to balance the 


budget completely at an early date. 


They point out that several of their 
taxes are new and will give a better 
yield when they are to be relied on 
and that Russia is nearer to balancing 
her budget than any of her immediate 
neighbors. It certainly appears that 
the project of stabilizing the paper 
rouble at some value is not more for- | 
midable than in the case of many 
other currencies. Who knows but that 
Russia may not give us a final sur- 
prise by being the first of the Euro- 
pean belligerents to her 
money? 

In some ways so complete a collapse 
will help her, for the old money is 
wiped out and nobody in Russia will 
put off devaluation in the vain hope of 
return to pre-war value. The prece- 
dent of revolutionary France is in her 
favor, where the final collapse of the 
assignat was immediately followed by 
the return to a stable gold standard

Lady Astor seemed perfectly at home 


into the room to the strains of “ Dixie.” 
She joined in the singing of “ Carry me 
back to Old Virginy”’ ; shouted “ Hear! 
Hear!” when her husband, Viscount 
Astor, spoke briefly, and mounted a 
chair and waved “Good-by” at the 
conclusion of the luncheon. — 

She digressed considerably from her 
prepared address, touching at random 
on such topics as Ldoyd George, bol- 
shevism, labor and capital, the power 
of the press, a cieser understanding 
between England and the United 
States. ; 

“T have often been called wild since 
I left home, but I have never been 
called a peach until I came back,” was 
the way she started her speech, referr- 
ing to her introduction by Frank B. 
Noyes, president of the Associated 
Press, who said in discussing the apple 
episode in the Garden of Eden that 
“man has ever fallen for the peach 
whether it be wild or cultivated.” 

An Ardent Virginia Patriot. 

She proudly said she was a “ Vir- 
ginia patriot and a very ardent one.” 
This patriotism, she said, had stood her

THE FARMER AND THE 
POTASH TARIFF. 


The statement that the average protection af- 
forded by the new permanent tariff bill, as re- 
ported out by the senate finance committee, will 
be slightly greater than that under the Payne- 
Aldrich law gives us pause. We cannot trace the 
Getails of this excess through all the various 
schedules. That is a task for specialists and ex- 
perts. But one item, accorded high protection, 
bits ue in the eye. If that item is representative 
of the intelligence displayed in other schedules 
the whole bill must undergo severe scrutiny. It 
is the item of potash. 

Pota@ is a necessity of modern farming. It 
forms an important part of all plants. It is a 
primary element in fertilization. The chief source 
of the World's supply is Germany, where there are 
vast deposits., In 1911 we imported 672,639,518 
pounds of potagh salts from Germany, at a cost 
€f $11,826,106. In 1916, with the German supply 
cut off, we produced in the United States 20,000,- 
600 pounds—one-thirty-third of the amount im- 
ported in a year from Germany—at a cost of 
$3,500,000, @r, roughly, ten times the cost per 
pound of the German product. We did this only 
by using every possible source of supply, includ- 
ing kelp, alunite, silicate rocks, the flue dust of 
Portland cement, and even the molasses waste of 
distilleries. 

As far as our own natural resources of this im- 
portant product go we are little better off today. 

Such being the case, -the absurdity of a tariff 
which will make it more difficult for Germany to 
send us potash should be apparent. If it encour- 
ages any domestic industry it will be an entirely 


artificial one which can operate only with burden- 


some expense to the American farmer and con- 
sumer and which will tend to deprive us of the 
meager natural supplies of this mineral which 
we possess. Not only that, but it will put the 
greatest Burden upon the best farmer, the man 
who tries to preserve the fertility and increase the 
productiveness of his soil. It appears indefensible. 

It is an example of the dangers attendant upon 
the operation of special interests with reference 
te tariff making. Under such provisions the 
farmer is likely to be much more seriously injured 
than he will be benefited by the high tariff on 
agricultural products. His financial condition 
has been much worse under the emergency tariff 
bill than for many years before its passage. That 
Neither did it 
hold them up. It is difficult to understand, there- 
tore, why the agrarian bloc, with its great influ- 
ence in the senate, should seek a permanent high 
tariff on agricultural products. 

The potash tariff, we are told, is the work of 
one comparatively small group of producers. The 
agricultural schedules are the work of a vast num- 
ber of producers. And yet the special interest of 
a smali minority, which is to the disadvantage of 
the great majority, is allowed*to take effect in the 
tariff bill, while the majority is feverishly engaged 
in its own work of securing “ protection” for its 
own products. It is a political, not a. scientific, 
way to make a tariff bill. It is, therefore, eco- 
nomically dangerous. It also reveals what a blind- 
ing maze the tariff schedules become for the ordi- 
nary man.

Ancient Sculpture | 
Shown at Arts Club 
Merits Attention 

It is safe to say that the present ex- 
hibtion of ancient Greek and Roman 
sculpture at the Arts club is the most 
important event artistically that Chi- 
cago has as yet accomplished. 

It so for three reasons, first, be- 
cause of the importance of the collec- 
tion itself. It is loaned by Joseph 
Brummer, who formed the Rodin col- 


lection, that of the Copenhagen mu- 
seum and added to many collections | 


as the Metropolitan. Second, it is the 
only exhibition of its Kind ever held in 
Chicago. Third, and most important of 
all, we hope to keep it here. 

It is badly needed in our Art institute 
and there are many people of Chicago 
able to buy it whom the Arts club and 
directors of the Art institute hope to 
interest in the collection. It would not 
be an extremely expensive donation. 
The Art institute has no permanent 
collection of Greek art. . 

Walter Pach, who translated Elie 
Faure’s book, the “ History of Ancient 
Art,” gave a lecture on the sculpture at 
the Arts club. He says that not too 
much importance can be placed upon 
the value of originals as contrasted 
to reproductions, that no one can really 
understand the beauty of Greek art 
who has not seen originals. He stressed 
the * anabesinon of a collection like the 
one in question to an art museum such 
as the Chicago Art institute. | 

To see the Joseph Brummer collec- 
tion of Greek and Roman sculpture is 
like projecting ones self into the past 
into the greatest period artistically that 
the world has ever known. It is a 
feather in our civic bonnet just to have 
such a collection here. Let us keep it 
here. The Geneva museum has been 
negotiating for this sculpture assem- 
blage for some time.
